Vancouver, May 9-—Recent progress 
reports received at the office of the 
general superintendent of the G. P. R. 
indicate that work Is now rapidly ad¬ 
vancing on the boring of the flve-mlle, 
double-track tunnel under the base of 
the Selkirk range. More than 1,800 feet 
of the "pioneer'’ bore, which is being 
pierced in a line parallel with the main 
passage, has been excavated and the 
large tunnel has been scooped out a 
distance of 51 feet. 

The force of drill men now em¬ 
ployed on the work attack the tunnel 
from a number of points by means of 
side drift* from the "pioneer." So far, 
drilling operations have been confined 
to what is known as the eastern portal, 
but the excavation of the approaches 
at the western side of the mountain 
range is nearly complete and another 
similar bore will be started soon from 
the other end. 

The Rogers Pass tunnel scheme is the 
largest undertaking of its kind ever 
taken In hand on this continent, and 
the passage will be the longest railway 
bore on the continent. It will obviate 
the present necessity of using two long 
spiral loops on the western slope and 
eliminate miles of snow sheds as well 
as effect a big grade reduction and cut 
out several miles of the detour now 
made to cross the Selkirk range.

We are not very much concerned 
with the accusation that we suppressed 
the Interesting news that four provin¬ 
cial premiers had written to the Prime 
Minister urging that federal assistance 
be granted to the Canadian Northern 
railroad. for the simple reason that the 
charge Is untrue, as a perusal of our 
Ottawa dispatch published on the sec¬ 
ond page of yesterday's Issue proves. 
Neither does the fart that three of 
those premiers are l.iherals affect our 
attitude. Unlike our morning contem¬ 
porary, this paper does not wear a 
muzzle. But most people are aware 
that the circumstances underlying the 
contracts between the governments of 
the prairie provinces and the railroad 
company are vastly different from 
those surrounding the arrangemf nt 
entered into by this province. 

Not only is railr-»nd construction 
cheaper in the Northwest but enor¬ 
mous freight business is assured at, 
once. The _ r r»ra> rff sections are the I 
most profitable parts of our trans¬ 
continental railway systems for per¬ 
fectly apparent reasons. The country 
through which a large portion of the 
Canadian Northern passes In this prov¬ 
ince is not only unproductive, hut the 
line actually parallels the Canadian 
Pacific for some five hundred miles. Not¬ 
withstanding this, British Columbia has 
shouldered a liability on behalf of the 
Canadian Northern railroad almost as 
large as that assumed by Alberta and 
Saskatchewan together—and these two 
provinces are among the great gran¬ 
aries of the world, with certain freights 
of millions of tons. 

But there Is another consideration 
Implied in the recommendation of the 
provincial premiers. It Is that aid to 
the Canadian Northern is necessary for 
the preservation of the credit of the 
provinces. In this connection we note 
that the well-informed Ottawa corre¬ 
spondent of the Montreal (Gazette says: 
“They (the premiers) have asked the 
government to lend Canada’s credit to 
save the road from going into liquida¬ 
tion with all that this would Involve In 
the way of destroying provincial 
credit." 

What does this mean? It means that 
the criticism levelled against the con¬ 
tracts adopted by this province in 1810 
and subsequently was absolutely 
sound; that the transactions between 
the government and Mackenzie & Matin 
were imperilling the provincial credit; 
that the province was shouldering an 
enormous liability on account of a 
company whose methods were such 
that liquidation was Inevltabfc without 
federal intervention. 

What a commentary the urgent re¬ 
quests of the provincial premiers af¬ 
ford on the hlgh-falutlng assurance of 
Bir Richard McBride and his local echo, 
the morning paper, as to the ironclad 
stability and security of the Canadian 
Northern railway! Mark the change 
in the key. The tune now Is that our 
credit Is so heavily Involved with that 
of the company whose bonds we have 
guaranteed for 147,000,000 that federal 
aid Is required to help us out. 

The Times does not contend that no 
aid should be given the Canudian 
Northern railroad, but It strongly ob¬ 
jects to the terms of the agreement 
brought down by Mr. Borden. Under 
that arrangement the security received 
by the government Is worthless. For 
the most part It consists of a second 
mortgage on the numerous branch 
lines, or a third mortgage, If we place 
the bondholders first. In addition it 
holds merely a minority of the common 
stock. The promoters themselves are 
not compelled to put up a cent of per¬ 
sonal security, although they have vast 
private interests In various portions of 
the continent acquired Indirectly 
through their association with a rail¬ 
road system built almost entirely on 
the public credit. Unless some such 
steps are taken, as surras the sun rises 
Sir William Mackenzie and Sir Donald 
Mann will be back for more assistance 
next year with the familiar warning 
that unless It Is forthcoming the credit 
of the country will be ruined.

NEW JAIL AT VICTORIA IS APPROACHING COMPLETION 


Col. Mcllree Interested Many 
Members of Women's Can¬ 
adian Club With Address 


A wonderful story of hardihood, de¬ 
termination and heroism was told yes¬ 
terday by Colonel Mcllree before the 
Women's Canadian club, the members 
of which turned out In rather larger 
numbers than usual to hear the history 
of that brave corps of men which broke 
the way for the pioneer to the North¬ 
west, the Royal Northwest Mounted 
Police. Mrs. Hart presided, and intro¬ 
duced the speaker, who, she pointed 
out. had spent more than thirty-seven 
years In the saddle as a member of 
this rugged hand. 

Colonel Mcllree’s story was told In a 
straightforward, simple

emphasis being placed on the bravery 
of the men In their acts of heroism in 
the face of terrible deprivation. The 
fundamental reason for the foundation 
of the Northwest Mounted Police, he 
said, was in order that the unscrupul¬ 
ous trade In Intoxicants to the Indians 
might be put a stop to, as whisky was 
reducing them to a state of absolute 
poverty, and at the same tlmo was en¬ 
raging them to such a point that they 
were really dangerous to other settlers. 
It was also for the purpose of break¬ 
ing up the medicine dances, which 
would militate against any attempt at 
order so long as they were permitted;: 
to stop horse-thieving; to win the In¬ 
dians' loyalty and respect; and for the! 
purpose of collecting customs on goods 
Imported. 

The first strength, according to the 
original outlines was not to be over 300 
men, a portion of whom should be 
mounted. and the general corps 
modelled along the lines of the Royal j 
Irish Constabulary. 

The promptitude, endurance and for¬ 
titude which the men were called upon 1 
to display on their memorable trip to 1 
the west appeared rather between the I 
lines of Colonel McIIree's story than In 
the actual wording thereof, and his | 
hearers were given a vivid idea of the 
difficulties encountered In the long 
marches, the loyalty of the men, and I 
their devotion and self-sacrifice to each | 
other and to their horses. 

Another part of the speaker's remin¬ 
iscences pictured In graphic manner | 
their first encounter with buffaloes, six 
bulls being seen, five of which—to the j 
later regret of the hunters, who found | 
the meat very tough!—were killed for | 
food. After this, however, herd upon j 
herd wns seen, and at times the band | 
seemed to^-W^iu the midst of great | 
bunches of them. As the journey pro- j 
greased these disappeared, however, 
and the party suffered from lack of 
water, lack of fuel (except buffalo chips 
which were collected by the men as 
they neared camp, and piled up for the 
evening fire), and Insufficient covering 
and clothes. 

In the latter part of his address the 
speaker told much about the Indians, 
and In his story of the repression by 
the Northwest Mounted Police of the 
favorite pastimes of the tribes—sun- 
dances, horse-thieving, etc.—he evinced 
sympathy for the resentment which 
periodically was expressed by the one¬ 
time free red man of the wilds, and 
said that it was little to be wondered 
at that the savage hated the repression 
and check which had been placed 
upon*hls erstwhile free movements. To 
the Indian it was a creed almost 
amounting to a social code that the 
man who stole the most horses should 
be highly regarded by his fellows for 
valor and courage. It was. therefore, 
little to be expected that he could so 
soon be meekly brought to the view¬ 
point of the white man In this respect. 

The concluding part of the colonel's 
story told of the changes which came 
i about through the opening up of the 
West by railroads, and part of his nar¬ 
ration dealt with the sending north of 
a detachment to reinforce the force In 
the Yukon at the time of the gold rush 
thither. 

"We were all young men once." he 
said In closing, "and we may have done 
some foolish things, but we drew the 
line strictly at anything dishonorable. 

I think Canada has a right to be proud 
of the record and of the work that has 
been done and is still being done by 
the Royal Northwest Mounted Police."

Although the Ford proposition 
has been in operation for some little 
time In the American branch of the 
business, it is entirely novel In this 
country, and people don't quite know 
what to make of It. We don’t like the 
unprecedented over here and are great¬ 
ly averse to making experiments, and 
strange as It may appear the Ford 
scheme has for the moment almost as 
many hostile critics as it has warm 
friends. We are hardly yet prepared to 
subscribe to the doctrine enunciated by 
the Ford manager In the press, that 
"the mnn who dusts the machine Is 
Just as valuable an economic factor as 
the clerk.” 

We have been talking glibly about 
the necessity of a living wage for all 
and the evils attendant upon unfair 
competition, inequality of remunera¬ 
tion and the like for a long time past, 
^but few of us were prepared for so sud¬ 
den an application of the prinolples 
we are wont to profess as that evinced 
by the Ford Motor company. They 
have gone one better than even the 
most sanguine amongst os had dared 
to hope. Not only have they fixed the 
minimum wage for all male workers 
over 22 years of age In their employ 
at £3 per week. Irrespective of the na¬ 
ture of employment but they ba‘ve re¬ 
duced the hours of labor to forty-eight, 
or eight hours per working day. Hence 
clerical and manual labor will be paid 
for at exactly the same rate.

I asked Luther Burbank the other day 
what he thought was the greatest 
achievement. A smile came to his 
mouth, followed by furrows to his brow. 
He had been asked the same question 
perhaps ten thousand times In the last 
ten years. One way of answering It Is 
a reference to his catalogued creations 
with a prompt dismissal of the subject. 
But this time he gave the question a 
deeper thought. 

"The greatest thing I have ever done." 
he said, "is the lesson that I have taught 
the world that PLANT LIFE IS 
PLIANT." 

And there he stopped. For the next 
twenty-five or thirty minutes he fur¬ 
nished enough exemplification and am¬ 
plification of the thought for the founda¬ 
tion and superstructure of a hundred 
romances—yet each was but a story or 
the unfolding of nature In Its simplest, 
most elemental form. 

Continuing, Burbank said: "For untold 
centuries man was content to assume 
that the evolutionary processes In plant 
life were unchangeable by him. As nature 
declared, so must It be; or, rather as 
accident determined, so must It be ac¬ 
cepted. And nature, unaided by man, 
went along evolving here and there Im¬ 
provements on the old—with wonderful 
results, perhaps, but never shaped along 
lines predetermined by man. It Is now an 
uneontested fact that plant life Is pliant. 

"To cite nn example; Three years ago a 
man came to me and asked me If I could 
produce an edible sweet pea of a certain 
uniform size and taste, of a specified color 
and texture quality, peas that would 
ripen early and nil at the same time. Me 
wanted them for canning purposes. It 
seemed to the packer that he was re¬ 
questing an unusual, radical thing and

In my own Judgment the most Im¬ 
portant service that I rendered to 
peace was the voyage of the battle 
fleet round the world. I had become 
convinced that for many reasons It was 
essential that we should have It clearly 
understood, by our own people espe¬ 
cially, but also by other peoples, that 
the Pacific was as much our home 
waters as the Atlantic, and that our 
fleet could and would at will pass from 
one to the other of the two great 
oceans. It seemed to me evident that 
such a voyage would greatly benefit 
the navy Itself; would arouse popular 
Interest In and enthusiasm for the 
navy; and would make foreign na¬ 
tions accept as a matter of course that 
our fleet should from time to time be 
gathered In the Pacific, Just as from 
time to time It was gathered In the At¬ 
lantic, and that Its presence In one 


excellent shape by the department 
that there was never a hitch, not so 
much as the delay of an hour, In keep¬ 
ing every appointment made. All the 
repairs were made without difficulty, 
the ship concerned merely falling out 
of column for a few hours, and when, 
the Job was done steaming at speed 
until she regained her position. Not 
a ship was left in any port; and there 
was hardly a desertion. As soon us 
It was known that the voyage was to 
be undertaken men crowded to enlist. 
Just as freely from the Mississippi 
valley as from the seaboard, and for 
the first time since the Spanish war 
the ships put to sea overmanned—and 
by as stalwart a set of men-of-war’s 
men as ever looked through a port- 
I hole, game for a fight or a frolic, but 
wlthat so self-respecting and with 
such a sense of responsibility that In 
all the ports In which they landed 
their Conduct was exemplary The 
fleet practiced Incessantly during the 
voyage, both with the guns and In bat¬ 
tle tactics, and came home a much 
more efficient fighting instrument 
than when it started sixteen months 
before. 

The best men of command rank 1 i 
our own service were confident that 
the flete would go round In safety. In 
spite of the Incredulity of foreign 
critics. ‘ Even they, however, did not 


cruise meant, and 
would accept the visit of our fleet as 
the signal honor which It was meant 
to be, a proof of the high regard and 
friendship I felt, and which I was cer¬ 
tain the American people felt for the 
great Island Empire. The event even 
surpassed my expectations. I cannot 
too strongly express my appreciation 
of the generous courtesy the Japanese 
showed the officers and crews of our 
fleet; and I may add that every man 
of them came back a friend and ad¬ 
mirer of the Japanese. Admiral Sperry 
wrote me a letter of much Interest. 

I dealing not only with the reception In 
Toklo but with the work of the men 
at sea; I herewith give it almost in 
full: 

"28 October. 1908. 
"Dear Mr. Roosevelt:

When the fleet returned after its six¬ 
teen months' voyage around the world, 

I went down to Hampton roads to 
greet it.

I answered that I did not 
expect It: that I believed that Japan 
would feel as friendly in the matter as 
we did; but that. If my expectations 
had proved mistaken. It would have 
been proof positive that we were going 
to be attacked anyhow, and that In 
such event it would have been an en¬ 
ormous gain to have had the three 
months’ preliminary preparation which 
enabled the fleet to start perfectly 
equipped. In a personal interview be¬ 
fore they left I had explained to the 
officers In command that I believed the 
trip would be one of absolute peace, 
but that they were to take exactly the 
same precautions against sudden at¬ 
tack of any kind as If we w r ere at war 
with all the nations of the earth, and 
that no excuse of any kind would be 
accepted if there were a sudden attack 
£l. any kind and we were taken un- 
a wares. 

My prime purpose was to Impress the 
American people; and this purpose was 
fully achieved. The cruise did make a 
very deep Impression abroad; boasting 
about what we have done does not Im¬ 
press foreign nations at all, except un¬ 
favorably, but positive achievement 
dees: and the two American achieve¬ 
ments that really Impressed foreign 
peoples during the first dozen years of 
this century were the digging of the 
Panama canal and the cruise of the 
battle fleet round the world. But the 
impression made on our own people 
was of far greater consequence. No 
single thing In the hietory of the new 
United States navy has done as much 
to stimulate popular Interest and belief 
In It as the world cruise. Thla effect 
was forecast in a well-informed and 
friendly English periodical, the London 
Spectator. Writing In October, 1907, a 
month before the fleet sailed from 
Hampton Roads, the Spectator said:

Three Telegrams. 

The telegraihs read by Mr. gangster 
were as follows: 

From A. W. Bell, for many years 
past manager of the Winnipeg fair: 
"Racing has always been the bulwark 
of the Winnipeg exhibition, and the 
best and cheapest of our attractions, 
as the horsemen pay In entries, etc., 
ninety per cent, of the purses. The 
crowds pay two admissions to see the 
races. We find that racing is neces¬ 
sary. It brings the people and enables 
us to offer larger premiums, which in 
turn makes our exhibits of live stock 
and other products a show that is ad¬ 
vertising Winnipeg as no other 
medium can." 

From W. J. Stark, manager of the 
Edmonton fair: "We have always con¬ 
sidered the races at our summer ex¬ 
hibition as one of our chief attractions. 
While we give liberal purses, the rev¬ 
enue from the grand stand and the 
pari-mutuels is always in excess of 
the cost to the association, and help 
us In paying prizes to the breeding 
classes." 

E. L. Richardson, manager of th© 
Calgary fair: "About six or seven 
years ago our board was not favoi- 
ubly disposed towards a racing pro¬ 
gramme. Since that time a racing 
programme has been Included in our 
several exhibitions, and the amount 


to be done lh ovety other large fair 


city. 

Three years ago, Dr. Tolmie said, 
there had been no betting allowed at 
the rapes at the fair, and the conse¬ 
quence had been a deficit, which had 
to be met by the city. Last year the 
use of the pari-mutuel machines had 
been permitted and this had apparent¬ 
ly proved satisfactory, for the attend¬ 
ance was secured and the recepits were 
up to the normal figure. This form of 
betting, he reminded the council, was 
hot Illegal. Even when betting had 
been prohibited there had been betting 
by hand-books, over which the direc¬ 
tors had no control. It would be espe¬ 
cially unfair this year to ask the direc¬ 
tors to go beyond the law and cut out 
a legal feature of the fair. There had 
even been some suggestion, he said, 
that the races be eliminated altogether, 
and some went further and would have 
the fair itself cut out. In this connec¬ 
tion he asked the council to remember 
a hat a service to the agricultural In¬ 
terests of the Island the annual fair 
had been. Dr. Tolmie declared that It 
was very foolish for people to trace to 
a week’s racing all the woes which 
were alleged to be due to It. 

What They Desire. 

Mr. SAngster added to this that he 
had not yet to hear of any complaints 
from Oak Bay or the city as to the 
way the fairs were conducted. All the 
directors desired was the right to have 
seven days’ racing during the fair and 
to have the name privilege granted to 
other associations for two weeks. To 
prove the value of racing at fairs he 
read telegrams from the managers of 
the Winnipeg, Edmonton And Calgary 
fairs. 

Aid. Cuthbert expressed himself as 
opposed to 60-day, 30-day or even three- 
week meets. One week was too short, 
as enough horses could not be got here 
for that time, hut two weeks was all 
right .He would have no racing previ¬ 
ous to fair week.
